The exercise is designed to give 
more than 5,000 soldiers a first­ 
hand appreciation of the effects of 
nuclear weapons. 
The task force—led by Lieuten­ 
ant Colonel John Ray Wheelock 
III of (1927 Delaware St.) Sagi­ 
naw, Mich.—will consist of a tank 
battalion reinforced by armored 
infantry, field artillery and engi­ 
neer units. Its 266 vehicles will be 
manned by 800 soldiers.

800 species of h aw th o rn s in A m e r­ 
ica the laym an usually speaks of 
only two, the “red h a w ” and the 
“biack haw .” The joker in this 
is th a t the “black h a w ” p ro p er 
is not a h aw thorn tree at all but 
belongs to another 
family alto- 
gether, 
the 
honeysuckle 
fam ily, 
Caprifoliaceae, and the scientific 
nam e of the “black h aw ” is V i- j 
b u rn u m 
Prunifolium . 
This 
tree, ■ 
the real black 
haw , 
is 
found 
th roughout the O zark region, an d 
occasionally elsew here, and p r e ­ 
fers very dry soil. It is an erect, 
bushy tree, from ten to tw e n ty - 
five feet high, with grayish b ro w n 
bark broken literally into sm all 
sections. The b ark is som etim es 
used as a tonic for the m edicinal 
properties which it possesses. 
Black Fruit on Some Trees. 
The fruit of the tru e h aw th o rn 
tree, crataegus, is in some sp e ­ 
cies black in color, and this gives 
rise to the fallacy of calling these 
trees “black haw s,” 
while 
the 
h a w th o rn trees that bear scarlet 
or red fruit, as most of them do, 
are referred to as “red haw s.” T he 
*'ruit of the true h aw thorn, c r a ta ­ 
egus, resembles, w h en ripe, a m in ­ 
iature apple, about the size of a 
m arble. 
The 
end 
opposite

stem is rath e r flat. The color, as 
m entioned above, is usually red, 
but in some species is black, an d 
yellow and blue varieties are seen 
occasionally. Some varieties of the 
h aw th o rn fruit are 
edible, 
and

relativ ely large am ount m ust be 
gathered for this purpose, as th e 
fruit is not very juicy. 
T he fruit of the “ black h a w ” , 
V ib u rn u m Prunifolium , is not a p ­ 
ple-shaped but ovoid or ellipsoi­ 
dal, like a m in iatu re lemon. Its 
fruit is a dark cadet blue, b orne 
on red stems, and is edible but so 
sw eet as to be ra th e r insipid. T h e 
size of the fruit is about the sam e 
size as that of the tru e h aw th o rn , 
o n e-th ird 
to

inch in diam eter. 
T he scarlet,' m arble-sized fru it 
of the h aw thorn tree is d ec o ra­ 
tive, ripening in late August, p e r ­ 
sisting 
through 
Septem ber, 
and 
in som e varieties staying on th e 
trees until m id-w inter. 
T h ere are about 150 recognized 
species of h aw th o rn trees in M is­ 
souri. T he m ain differences a re 
in flow er and fruit, and are d is ­ 
cernible only to an experienced 
botanist. The genus is rath e r u n ­ 
stable, and new hy b rid s are being 
form ed constantly. In the forests 
of th e state, the fruit of the h a w ­ 
thorn is food for squirrels, ra c ­ 
coons. opossums, hogs, quails, w ild 
tu rk ey s and deer. 
Each of the forty-eight states 
has an official 
flower. But th e 
exquisite pale-pink clusters of th e 
h aw th o rn blossoms, blooming a - 
mid the thorns of the scraggly, 
tw isted, tough “rod h a w ”—so m e­ 
w ay th ey just seem to belong to 
M issouri, like mules, M ark T w ain, 
corncob pipes and the Ozarks.
